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REFLECTIONS ON THE NATURE AND HAP- 
PINESS OF THE HEAVENLY WCKLD. 


The mind of man is naturally impress- 
ed with an anxious desire of knowing 
what will be his future state when he is 
removed out of this transitory life. We 
see our friends takeu away from us to 
behold them ne tore in this world; we 
know that in a short time we ourselves 
shall be summoned to depart bence and 
be no more seen. And no one has yet 
been permitted to return from that un- 
known country to satisfy our curiosity, 
and to answer the numerous questions 
we should be eager to make concerning 
its nature and epjoyments. ‘The Book 
of God, indeed, which informs us of ev- 
ery thing that is most necessary for man 
to know, has partly removed the veil ; 
and though it has not told us enough to 
satisfy curiosity, it has done what is fav 
more important: it has given us such a 
representation of the glory of the world 
to come as, without explaining its pre- 
cise nature, May serve to elevate our ex- 
pectations te the highest pitch, kindle 
our warmest desires, inspire us with for- 
titule to bear the evils of this transitory 
fe. and dispose us to consider the at- 
tainment of Leaven as the only object 
which may justly elaim our anxious soli- 
citude and most strenuous endeavours. 

But let us consider what those circum- 
stances are which constitute the happi- 
ness of heaven. 


1. It is the peculiar residence of the 
Almighty. ‘There will be exhibited open 
displays of the divine glory. There al- 
so will be exhibited the most stupendous 
acts of divine power ; there the mind will 
be continually astonished, delighted, and 
elevated by proofs of wisdom, not ob- 
‘cure, or sparing, or dubious, but clear 
and manifest; and there also will be 
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poured fourth in the richest variety and 
abundance, the treasures of divine good- 
ness, without any mixture of alloy or re- 
straint ofenjoyment. In the most strih- 
ing and expressive way will the love of 
the Father and of Jesus Christ, his only 
begotten Son, be manifested in all its 
fullness of good. ‘There too the holiness 
and purity of the divine nature will shine 
forth in rays of lustre ; not such, indeed, 
as will scorch the beholder, but rather il- 
lumine him with splendour, and trans- 
form him into the same divine image 
from glory to glory. 
Thus God dwells in heaven by the 
boundless manifestation of every thing 
great and glorious and good. Upon this 
earth, indeed, we see on every side 
proofs of infinite wisdom, power, and 
goodness. The endless variety of natu- 
val productions ornamented with atl the 
vividness of colour and elegance of forms 
the magnitude of the heavenly bodies, 
the skill of their arrangement, and swift- 
ness of their motious; the wonderful 
structure of the haman body, and the 
diversified powers of the human mind: 
all these and much more proclaim the 
presence and hand of a master, whose 
wisdom must be infinite and power un- 
controlable. But yet these no otherwise 
give us an idea of the skill of the great 
Architect, than the broken columns, the 
disjointed arches, and the mouldering 
capitals of soine ruined edifice convey to 
us an adequate idea of the beauty and 
rrandeur of the original building. We 
five here in the ruins of a worid, once, 
indeed, fair and good, but now forsaken 
by its great master, and suffered to fall 
into decay ; and the traces we meet with 
of greatness and splendor are compara- 
tively few and mean. Here every thing 
is marked by imperfection. Light is ob- 
scured by darkness, truth is debased by 



























































































error, good is polluted by evil, pleasure 
is alloy ex by pain, health is clouded hy 
sickness, and every enjayment is transi-

full credit for a display glorious, } infinite. 
ly glorious, above what the eye hath seen 
or the heart of man can conceive. ‘The 
infant this moment born into the world 
may possibly as well conceive the nature 
of the world in which it finds itself. as 
man, with all bis boasted sayacity, can 
conceive the nature of the world tocome. 
Let us rest satisfied that it will be a per- 
fect, as well as glorious, display of eve- 
ry divine attribute: sucha display as 
throughout eternity will excite our gra- 
titude, our aduiration, our love, cur hu-

Think how extreme 
that folly must be whieh will give up such 
a glorious and eternal inheritance, on av- 
count of the laneh of a sinful worm of 
the earth. No, heavelllts wort) all you 
can suffer, though your life were requir- 
ed as the purchase : heaven is worth all 
you can do to oblain it. 

And as for you, who have truly re- 


pented of your sins, who have truly ape. 


plied for pardon throug! Christ, and who 
manifest the sinceri'y of your faith by 
your works: let me exhort you to make 
your calling and election sure. See that 
you are well grounded in faith and hope, 
and be not deceiving yourseives in this 
matter. Death may come very unex- 
pectedly, and very svon ; ; and it will be 
a dreadful thing to be in doubt about 
your state. You can have no comfort 


from the consideration of the glory of 


heaven, till you have first a we i found- 
ed hope of your having an interest in it. 
It is worth a whole world to obtain this ; 
and blessed be God it may be obtained. 
The promises of God offer it, and the 
Redeemer we serve will give it to those 
who faithfully seek it. And let the con- 
templation of the world to come serve to 
wean your affections from every thing 
here below, and teach you to look oe 
death without fear. What, indeed, 
death to the real christian but the bepie 
ning ofa glorious and immortal life, the 
joyful (lay of his release from prison ? 
Were such views realized they elke 
recorcile you to the death * re lations 
as dear to you as your own suuls ; for 
what is there really affil tit iy in «es 
death of those who sk ‘epin © heist ? 
They would also teach you to bear pro- 
pe “ily the evils and troubles of life. Your 
livht tribulations, which are but fora 
moment, would work out for you a more 
exceeding and eternal w eieht of glory. 
K.stimate by comparison with the happi- 
ness of heaven the pleasures of this vain 
and transitory lite, and see how poor 
they all are. and how little worth that ea- 
+ ger pursuit with which they are sought by 
many. Finally, let this glo:ious pros- 
pect animate aud cheer you wheneye; 
you faint orare weary. All this scene 
of blessedness is ready to open upon you 
as soon as you put off this mortal life, 
which may ‘be in a ver v short time, and 























































cannot be af a very distant period. See 
then that you are walking worthy of the 
vocation with which you are called, dai- 
ly living as those who are expecting aod 
waiting for sucha glory ready to be re- 
vealed. Remetiber that here that rela- 
tion must be begun between you and 
God, which is only perfected above.— 
There is a difference, rather in degree 
than in kind, between the employments 
and enjoyments of the church below aud 
the church above. See then that you 
look upon this life as a preparation only 
fur a better, and that having this hope 
you purify yourselves even as he who 
hath called you Is pure. 

But let it be remembered, that the 
same scriptures which ceclare to us the 
happiness of heaven, declares also, with 
equal clearness and fullness, that no iin- 
ange sinner shal! be admitted into If. 

show ye not that the unrighteous shall 
not inherit the kingdom of God ? Be not 
deceived. No fornicator, or adulterer, 
or unclean person shall have any inheri- 
tance in the kingdom of Christ. The 
wicked shaJi be turned into hell, and all 
the people who forget God. Upon the 
wicked God will rain snares, fire, brim- 
stune, and a terrible tempest, this shall 
be their portion ; a portion how different 
from that which we have just been de- 
scribing ! 

Now may [ not appeal to the con- 
sclepees of sume of my readers on this 
pomt: that they have no part or lotia 
this glorious inheritance of the saints ? 
If the wicked are excluded, they are ex- 
cluded. If nene can enter inte the king- 
dom of God vyt those that are born of the 
spirit of God, they are not born again, 
as their own consciences bear them wit- 
ness. if it is necessary that we should 
possess a true and living feith in order 
to be united to Christ; they have no such 
fgith, and therefore are not one with 
Christ and Clrist with them. Lua word, 
jt the whole current of scripture declares, 
in the m ost pointed aud express manner, 
that none gre admjtted into the kingdom 
of heaven but such as are previously 
prepared and fitted for it, by repen 
iance, faith, and holiness; then they 
stand excluded. Do net say that you 


gre not worse than your neighbours, 
and that many others are as careless a- 
it 1s toy 


bout their souls ay yuu are, 
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true: our Saviour has said the sane. 
* wide is the gate and broad is the way 
that leadeth to destruction, and many 
there are that enter thereat; and stra: 
is the gait and norrow is the way which 
leadeth unto life, and few there be tha: 
find it.” But while I would alarm yoy 
who are impenitent with a sense of your 
danger, 1 would also beseech you to re. 
flect that itis not yet toolate; though you 
knew not how soon it may be. Blessed 
be God, the door of mercy is still oper, 
Jay all the unspeakable joys which | have 
described, by all the terrors of everlast. 
ing destruction, remain not, | entrea: 
you in a state of sin, or even of doubr, 
about your salvation. Let not so great 
aud elorious a treasure, as is offered to 
you, be lost, because you would not ac. 

“Phis day, while it 1s called to- 
day, reflect seriously upon the world to 
come. "Think of the blessedness of dy- 
ing in the Lord, and being admitted in- 
to heaven: and of the misery of perish- 
ing forever; ard may the Lord give you 
repentanee and true conversion.

Bombay, June Ilth, i815. 
Dear Sir, 

By the present opportunity I send to 
Dr. Worcester my journal, which con- 
tuins the history of all my wanderings 
aud afflictions from my arrivai in Lodi: 
till | came to Bombay. Ihave request- 
ed Dr. W. tolet you seeit. ‘This will 
supply the place of many letters. You 
will also learn, from our communications 
tv the Board from tune to time, the his- 
tory of our Mission, and its present state. 
We have been carried tnrough a series 
of afflictions, painful and distressing in 
the extreme, and have often been ready 
to say, * The mercies of God are clean 
gone, and the Lord will be favorable nv 
more.” But we can now sing of the 
goodness and faithfulness of God, and 
say, “ Llitherto the Lord hath helped us. 
We are now permanently established 19 
this important place, and have, througn 
divine goodness, made so much progress 
in the language as to be able, though with 









sanmering lips. to preach the good news 
wa people to whom Christ was betore 
unknown. Mr. Hall and myself are the 
unty Protestant Missionaries on this side 
of india, except an American brother at 
eyrat, in connexion with the Serampore 
\iission. The Maliratta language, which 
we are learning, is the language of many 
oillions of people in this region. ‘There 
we tao hundred thousand iw Bomoay 
ajone. When we look at the multitudes 
of heathen aroundus, who aredarly drop- 
ning ia long and rapul succession imto 
the eternal pif, ignorant of what awaits 
remo beyoud the grave, we are compel- 
iat to take up a Jamentation and sav, 
» Othou slaughtered Lamb of God, why 
was thy blood shed im vain! Why pe- 
pe) these countless millions of immortal 
souls for whom thou hast endured the 
pains of death!” O my dear Sir, who 
will be answerable for this waste. (if I 
may so speak.) of redeeming blood ? 
Why do whole nations thus go down to 
ell from generation to generation? It 
is only because the Church and the ani- 
nisters of Christ will not obey his lest 
and emphatic command, to “ teach all 
nations.” Is not this strange? To what 
can we attribute this known, wilful, and 
persevering disobedience to the last. au- 
thoritative commandof the King of Zion ? 
Did not he who said, « Thou shalt not 
kill,” say in as positive a manner, “ Go 
iito all the world, and preach the Gospel 
to every creature ?” And is not the 
beach of the latter command as ruinous 
in its consequences as the violation of 
the former? May we not say to the 
Christian, though thou commit no mur- 
der, yet if thou disobey the Saviour’s last 
command, then through thy «disobedi- 
ence, shall thy heathen brother perish, 
for whom Christ died! When we stind 
at the distance of 15,000 miles, and look 
at 660 millions of heathens in Asia in 
one Hhass, only a general anid compara. 
tively fuint impression is made on the 
mind ; but standing as we now doin the 
midst of the heathen, and seeing thei 
. ‘ . ee 
groping in thick darkness, bewildered in 
the mazes of the most absurd and shock- 
ing fictions that the depraved mind of 
man could invent, wedded to their idols 
andenslaved to vice; when we see, as 
we some times have seen, a hundred 
thousand of our fellow-creatures at once 
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dancing and shouting areund the bloody 
car of Jugpernaut. and prostrating them- 
selves belore that hateful demon 3 when 
we actually behold all the nomeless in- 
gredients that go to make up that mass 
of corsuption, guilf, and shame, compris- 
ed in idolatry:—O! itis enough toa- 
waken, ts the heart that can feel for the 
wretchedness of fallen man, every emo- 
tion of pity, indignation, grief and burn. 
ing zeal. Weare sadly deficient in zeal 
and in duty ; but when we look on these 
heathen and see how thev live, and how 
they die,and consider how long it has 
been thus.— we sometimes wish we could 
raise our voices to such a piich, that they 
might reach beyond the intervening o- 
ceais and continents, and enter into the 
ears of onr brethren and fathers in Ame- 
rica. My dear Sir, let me engage you 
to speak in our behalf, and plead in our 
stead the Missionary cause before the 
Churches*. They have sent ns forth, a 
little feeble band, to encounter a great 
host swe have been scattered abroad, 
and our little number his already beeo 
considerably reduced. Will the Church- 
es that sent us forth now leave us to pro- 
secute the work alone 2? We look to 
them for support in the arduous con- 
fiictin which we are engaged. Unless 
thev fillup our ranks which have been 
broken in the first onset sunies they send 
forth A GREAT MANY MorE, and deter- 
mine to prosecute the work with vigour 
amd perseverance, the lives ond the trea- 
sure which they have already bestowed 
on the object will be thrown away 
Where are the vuimerovs converts that 
have lately been gathered into the 
Churches in the late revivals in different 
parts ofthe land? ‘They have enlist d 
under the banners of the cross : do they 


not burn with zeal to join the Captain of 


their salvation, and attend his triumph-

~ ickius being sent by the Pope, |e. 
gate 1ato France, upon his return resoly- 
ed to take Geneva in bis way on purpose 
tosee Calvin 3 and if occasion were, ty 
attempt reducing him to the Roman 
church. Therefore, when Eckius was 
come within a league of Geneva, he lett 
his retinue, ancl went, accompanied with 
but one man, to the city, in the forenoon. 
Setting up his horses at an inn, he in- 
quired where Calvin tived, whose house 
being shown him, he Knocked at the 
door, and Calvin himself came to open 
it to him. Eckius inquired tor Mr. Cal- 
ving he was toldhe was the person.— 
Kekius acquainted him, that he wasa 
stranger; and having heard much of his 
fame, was come to wait upon him. Cal- 
vin invited him to come in and he enter- 
ed the heuse with him 3; where discours- 
ing of many things concecning religion, 
Ecktus perceived Calvin to be an ingent- 
ous learned man, and desired to know tt 
he had nota garden to walk in. To 
which Calvin replying he had, they both 
went into it; and tiere Eckius began to 
inquire of him why he lett the Roman 
church, avd offered him some arguinents 
to persuade him to return ; but Calvin 
could by no means be inclined to think 
of it. At last Eckius told him. that he 
would put his life in his hands ; and thea 
said he was Eckius the Pope’s legate— 
At this discovery Calvin was not a little 
surprised, and begged his pardon that he 
had net treated bim with that respect 
which was due to his quality. Eekins 
returned the campliment, and told hum 
fhe would cume back to the Roman

ready with the keys and desired some of 


the syndicts to be there present, not ac- 
quainting them who the stranger was.— 
\s suvon therefore as it was cunvenient, 
they both went towards the church :as 
Rckius was coming out of Calvin’s house, 
he drew out a purse, with about one huv- 
dred pistoles, and preseuted it to Calvin. 
But Calvin desired to be excused: Fe- 
kius told him, he gave it him to buy 
rg. as well as to express his respect 
forhim. Calvin with much regret took 
the purse, and they proce eded to the 
ehurch, where thes yudicts and officers 
waited upon them ; at the sight of whom 
Kekius thought he had been betrayed, 
and whispered his thoughts in C alvin’s 
ear ; but Calvin assured him to the con- 
trary. Thereupon they went into the 
church ; and Eckius, having seen all, told 
Calvin lie did not expect to find things 
in so decent an order, having been told 
to the contrary. After having takena 
full view of every thing, Ke kius was re- 
turning out of the church 3 sbut Calvin 
stopped him a little, and calling the sva- 
dicts and officers together took out the 
purse of gold which Eckius had given 
him, telling them that he had received 
that gold from this worthy stranger, and 
that now he gave it to the poor, and so 
put itall into the poor -box that was kept 
there. ‘The syndicts thanked the atrang 
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er, and Eckins admired the charity and 
modesty of Calvin. When they were 
come out ef the church, Calvin invited 
iMekius again tu his house, but he re plied 
that he must depart: so thanking hin for 
all his civilities, offered to take his leave. 

But Calvin waited upon him to the inn, 

and walked with hina mile out of the 
territories of Geneva, where, withereat 
compliments, they took a farewell of 
each other.’ 

iekius was a very learned divine, pre- 
fessor in the university of Ingelstadt, me- 
morable for bis opposition to Lather, 
Melancthon, acd other reformers in Ger- 
many. He died in 1345, aged 57. See 
Hoffmann Lexicon.
